ihe departments of the Slate were arranged under each 
of the 4 branches of Mahakma Alia Huzoori. Groups 
were formed of the smaller departments which suffered 
for want of proper supervision and which used to add to 
unnecessary correspondence by referring to the lilehakina 
Alia Huznri on paltry matters. Tbe.se groups liave 
again been placed in charge of supervising officers who 
could control most of the details them-elves. Some 
of the larger departments rsmaiued to tliemselves as 
before and as the result of the new Scheme ^9 depart- 
ments were formed which could deal direct v itli M. A H. 
and who were made responsible for other smul'er depart- 
ments under tlieir charge. The .supervising depart- 
ments or those departments wliich have, been left in- 
dependent have all been given the names of Serish^as 
while the smaller departments placed under their 
charge have been styled Sighas. This scheme wa.s 
passed by H. H. on Ibth January 1908, and has so far 
fulfilled its anticipations. 


The Status of the various departments has been 
clearly defined and the system has resulted in greater 
supervision of departments and the work being 
carried on through ciearly defined channels. 

A chart (see page 5 )is here- with attached to show 
the division of the departments according to the new 
system. 


The most notable event of the year however 
has been the conversion of the court language from 
Urdu into Hindi. This change is expected to produce 
very far reaching results. 

It would be best to quote below an extract from 
His Highness’ order to show the anticipations raised 
in making tliis conver-sion. 

“I should like now” says His Highnesss’ order“to 
announce that it is my desire to change the Court 
Language of the .State and tJie language used in ofli- 
cial correspondence of every kind from “tVe/w” into 

“It will be remembered that in the time of my an- 
cestor, late His Highness Maharao Rajah Banneh singh 
ji, the Court Language was Hindi. The Chief, 1 have 
no doubt, was anxious to establish a sound system of 
peaceful and just administration in the State in order 
to improve its resources soon after it had been founded 
two generations before and as this occurred only a few 
years after the downfall of the Delhi Empire under 
Moghul kings, I have no doubt that the capital of the 
late Empire still pos.=io.-.>.<.cd some very capable officers 
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Tvith Hpecial capabilities for administrations and orga- 
nizations.” 

“In any case, a good deal ol influence was brought 
in from Delhi and the work of administration commen- 
ced to form but the Establishment of this influence, no 
doubt, necessitated the language of the Courts being con- 
verted into the language of those who were commis- 
sioned to carry out their important task. Even at the 
sacriflce of the idea that the mother-tongue of this 
country was Hindi and the population consisted of 
more Hindus than otherwise, it is possible that the 
emergency of organizing the State was more pressing 
and in favour of the change specially when the recruiting 
ground for new officers was as near as Delhi is from 
this State.” 

“But now circumstances have changed. No more 
is our recruiting of officers confined to Delhi or any 
other outside place.” 

“The change w'hich was so necessary then, is 
equally necessary now.” 

“The language adopted here has done its good 
work now we want the language that will do still 
better.” 

“The conditions that prompted the former change 
have altered themselves. We are no longer tied 
down by them and moreover are now surrounded by 
new ones.” 

“Learning of foreign languages for education or 
other purposes is always a useful study, but I am talk- 
ing of absolute necessities.” 

“Poeple will always read that language that brings 
them bread previous to any they may wish to learn for 
the sake of study and generally it results in the mass- 
es learning only that one language which helps them 
matcriullj',” 

“If we can give them a language that helps them 
both with material and spiritual development together ' 
then surely it is all the better- ” 

“Mother rtongue then must be the easiest language 
to learn and when it becomes a necessity to study it 
a day comes hereafter when man’s mind turns to in- 
quire of the region beyond and then will he be readily 
equipped with his instruments to commence the task ” 

“I think therefore it is not only time to consider 
this question from all sides but there seems to me to be 
an actual necessity to take steps in this direction and it 
is with this object in view taken from a broad and 
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general standpoint; that after much care I have decided 
to chance the State language from Urdu to Hindi.'’ 

2 years grace [has been granted to all the offi- 
cials in the State ■who do not know Hindi to learn the 
language after which time all correspondence that is 
still carried on in Urdu will be converted ini-o Hindi, 

It may be of intrest to note here to show bow 
popular the change has been that more than half of the 
Serishtas who possessed a Hindi knowing staff have 
already begun communicating in that language although 
they were given the entire option of adopting Hindi 
or Urdu as best suited the department until the 2 years 
term is over. 

One great effect this change will aho have is 
that the administration will become more economical 
as it is easier to get clerks educated in Hindi than it 
is to get those knowing Urdu. 

2 other advantages may be mentioned in con- 
clusion, Many of the Serishta officers -we.e not well 
conversant with Urdu and could not, therefore, ezei'ciso the 
same amount of supervision and control as they cun now 
since it is encouraging to note that ivith the exception 
of 3 or 4, all the Serishta officers know Hindi quite 
well; the second advantage and not the least important 
is Uiat the peasentry and even the common people can 
understand to a greater extent the meaning of Arzies 
that are written for them or orders that are passed about 
them whereas with Urdu many of them would be totally 
ignorant of the text and specially of most of the phra- 
ses ■\vhich were not infrequently mixed with very 
high flow Persian and even Arabic words. 

It -was a matter of great pleasure to the Daibar 
that His Majesty the King Emperor avus pleased to 
bestow the honour of C. 1. E. upon Khan Bahadur 
Sahibzada Hamid-uz-zafor Khan, Senior Member of 
His Highness Council and Kevenue Secretary iji 
appreciation of his services to this State,

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Owin^ to insufficient rainfall, both the Rabi and the 
E.hari£ harvests of tlie year under review were below 
the normal. But the timely assistance afforded by 
the Darbar, the prevalence of high prices and high 
rates of wages, the existence of fodder stocks of the 
preceding year which was unusually good, went a 
long way to mitigate the severity of the drought to 
Zaminclars and the labouring classes. 

105 transactions of land transferred by mortgage, 
sale or gift affecting an area of 1027 Bighas were com- 
pleted during tlie year and 4 cases were under enquiry 
at the time of the compilation of the report. 

The State copies of Jamabandis and the original 
Settlement maps which were lying in the Tehsil offices 
have now been collected in the Mai office. The system 
of retaining copies, in the Tehsil office, of every report 
sent to the Head quarter office has been abolished. The 
number of office Kanungos attached to Tehsils has been 
in most cases reduced from two to one and the Jagir- 
dars have been relieved of all responsibility of making 
any payment towards Kanungo establishment. 

The registers of revenue free tenures and agricultural 
statistical note books still require completion. 

As stated above, the rainfall in the monsoon months 
was untimely and insufficient. Still leaving exceptionally 
good and bad years and deducting area estimated as 
failed the produce of irrigated Kharif harvest of 1907 
was fth of the normal and the unirrigated crop a little 
over ^ of the normal. 

Owing to cessation of rains since the‘^24th August, 
1907 and its failure in the following 4 months very little 
unirrigated area was sown for the Babi crop and oven 
tlien cultivation was restricted to low lying lands. The 
satisfactory rainfall in the month of January, 1908, 
however, improved the situation and the harvest of 
Babi 1908 may be regarded as a 16 anna crop on area 
protected by wells and other means of irrigation and 6 
anna crop on the land without such advantages. - 

The prices of staple food grains reached famine rates 
in October, 1907, owing to failure of rains in the prece- 
ding month and have not fallen since. The high prices 
and the plentiful produce of pala and other concomitant 
circumstances such as fodder reserves of the previous 
year, helped the peasantry to a large extent to tide 
over the difficult seasons of the present year. 


The following relief measures were adopted by 
the State; — 
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( a ) Exemption of imports from Octroi duties. 

( b ) Reduction of duty on fuel head loads. 

( c ) Suspension of execution decrees. 

{ d ) Discouragement of exportation of local pro- 
duce and fodder. 

( e ) Inducing Sahokars- to lend money to their 
clients. 

( f ) Suspension cf land Revenue and Taccavi 
advances. 

( g ) Exemption of Taccavi applications from 
stamp ,duty. 

As agriculturists were engaged in their pursuits 
and the labouring classes found enough work under 
the Forest Department in cutting grass the necessity 
for opening test works did not arise till late in the sum- 
mer of 1908 and even then owing to high wages it was 
not found necessary to start operations in more than 
two or three places. 

A sum of 53, 668 was distributed to Zemindars 
mostly by the Hakim Mai himself on the spot for pur- 
chase of bullocks and seeds for sinking And repairs to 
wells. 

Rai Sahib L. Ganga'Sahai ji remained in charge of 
the Department during the year as usual and dis- 
charged his'-duties satisfactorily. During his 8 months 
absence on privilege leave from the beginning of May 
to the beginning of August, B. Mukta Prashad, Assis- 
tant Revenue odicer, carried on the Revenue officer’s 
duties in addition to his own.

Thus considpring that the saving of Bs- 35,648 in- 
cludes the sum of Bs- 3,024, the last year’s arrears, the 
results are not favourable to the State nor are they re- 
ported to be so to the public. An indirect advantage 
of this new system is that illicit exportation of liquor 
has been stojiped and the local contractors are said to 
have rerped considerable profit by forming a strong 
combination a-.d this could not be successful!}' overcome 
for want of rival cr foreign competition. A demons- 
tration of such a combination was dibplayed m August 
1908 and to cheek its consequences an endeavour was 
made by issuing special intimation to the b‘g neigh- 
bouriiig Excise farmers as well as to those of Jodhpur 
and Bikanir but owing to series of bad years and 
dearness of food grains, the temptations offeied to 
outsiders were not responded to, specially in a year 
like this tvlien there are no Hindu marriages. Consider- 
ing the above fact and on (he recommendation of the 
officiatiny; Hakim Mai and ofiSciating Suprintendcnt 
the shops were licensed out on comparatively low rates.

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FOEEST DEPAETMENT. 


With the exception of the -work of Qahul-Singh, 
Central and Northern range officer;, who has been sus- 
pended on account of misconduct, the administration 
of the Department under Dhabhai Ganeshi Lai ji was 
throughout satisfactory. 

Saving a few acres of land round Rundh Dhnni 
Nath ji which was placed under the Forest Department 
for experimenting if it can be cultivated with advan- 
tage, the area under the forests remained practi- 
cally unchanged. 

The demarcation of several forests was 
carried out this year at an expenditure of 300/- 
300 stone slabs have been erected as boundary marks 
after careful survey. 

(a) Timber fellings- 255 keekar trees were felled 
from Umran and Gobindgat h forests and the yield 
( timber ) was supplied to the P. W, Department and 
Dawab Khana. The revenue from this source amount- 
ed to Ra-. 765/- 

(b) Fuel felling. 

About 72,000 maunds of fuel, green and dried wa* ; 
collected at an expense of about R&-. 10,300/-and a 
major portion of it was supplied to the Slate depart- 
ments and the public thus realising about 16,410/-. 

(c) Removal of firewood from Forests, 

Permits for removine dry wood from forests by 
head loads were as usual i^supd to the Public and the 
income including thfit derived from removal of the 
same by other agency amounted to about Es. 3500/-. 

(d) Charcoal feJliugs, 

About 10,700 maunds of charcoal was burnt in 
various forests for supply to the State departments and 
sale to the public. Of this about 10,100 maunds were 
sold during the year. The net income aggregated 2,800/ 

(e) Bamboos. 

Bamboos valued at Rs. 458/-were cut and supplied 
to the State department from Dholayan and Kankwari 
blocks. 10 bamboo blocks were leased to the public 
which yielded an income of Rs-. 3,779/-. 

(£) Fodder and grass. 

2,31,466 maunds of grass was cut and collected at 
a cose of 22,503/-during the year while 2,61,412 
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launcls ( excc's amount was met from last year’s 

iauce ) valued at 50,400/-was supplied to public and 

e State Departments. 1,275 permits were issued 

'or grass cutting on payment o£ Daranti fees and thus 
a sum of Bs-. 5,187/-was realised. 

( g ) Other minor produee. 

The minor produce such as thatching grass, pali, 
date palm leaves, keeker chaunker fruits &c. &c. yield- 
ed an income of about 11,000/- 

( h ) Cattle gr.azing. 

The income derived from tiie cattle grazing fees 
amounted to about Ba- 36,500/-. 

Illicit grazing — There were 700 cases chiefly for 
illicit grazing and fines were inflictecl to the amount 
of Bs-. 4960/- 

About 165 miles of export cart tr.rcks in the forests Communica- 
were repaired at a cost of about Bs-. 170/- lions &c. 

Kuchha quarters Avere constructed and repaired 
for lori'st guards in the various rounds and some avoIIs 
were deepened during the year. The total cost amount- 
ed to Bd-. 413- 


Owing to sufficient protection of forest not a single Protection 
ca?e of forest fires was reported during the year 

Forests are also protected against cattle by means 
of strict legislation.

QUARRIES. 

This department has had up to the present year a 
separate existence but as it is closely connected with 
the Forest Department it was amalgamated with same 
in this year and unnecessary staff was reduced. The 
figures shown above embrace this sigha’s working also, 

10 new quarries were opened during the year. The 
output of stone during the year was 23,157 tons and 
the gross revenue from quarries amounted to R&- 11,77 6. 
KIRKIRI KHANA. 

This department is under the supervisitu of Dhabai 
Gaceshi Lalji, Forest Officer. 

It was re-organised during the year under review. 
The list of establishment was overhauled. Old, incom- 
petent and unnecessary men were discharged on pen- 
sion, gratuity or otherwise and the nnnecessary animals 
were reduced. The name of the department was chan- 
ged from Shikar Rhana to Kirkiri Khana. 


ACCOUNTS OFFICE. 

B. Ranjit Singh ji continued to carry on the accounts 
work till about the end of the year viz 24th October, 
1908, when owing to his satisfactory work in the re- 
organisation of the accounts office, he was made Pri- 
vate Secretary to His Highness the Maharaja Sahib 
Bahadur. Until the appointment of his successor, B. 
Debi Prasad, formerly personal Assistant to Accoun- 
tant General, has been directed to carry on the accounts 
work as Assistant Accountant General. 

B. Ranjit Singhji started, at the very outset of 
the year, to disentangle the old accounts and to draw 
a new scheme for the better working of the Accounts 
Office, This scheme, the main points regarding which 
are mentioned elsewhere was brought 'into effect from 
January, 1908, under the sanction of the Darbar. Since 
then the work of the Accounts Office is going on 
smoothly. The following are some of the changes in- 
troduced under the new scheme.

Mr, N, C. O’Gorman, State Engineer, remained in 
charge of the Public Works fSepartment as usual. 

There w’ere no noteworthly changes in the staff 
except in overseers, draftmen etc, etc. 

GARDENS. 

This department was uptil now a branch of the 
Revenue Department.

"W, D. as usual and was considerably improved during 
the pa'.t 2 years. 

Owing to paucity of rainfall last year and heavy 
demand for Rabi cultivation the amount of water 
in the Siliserh, which is used for irrigating most of the 
Alwar gardens, was reduced to as low a level as 3 feet 
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in June 1908 but timely and unceasing rainfall in 
the folIoTving 2 months over-filled it. 

The revenue realised from cultivators of land for 
the supply of water they received for irrigating their 
lands during the year amounted to -Rs-. 9,532/-against 
an expenditure of Bs-. 4029/-leaving a net saving of 
Rs-. §,503/- 

The Revenue Member of Council in conclusion Conclusion, 
hereby acknowledges the help rendered to him by all 
the OjGficera and officials under him specially the Heads 
of departments in the discharge of his onerous duties.

Plague epidemic of the last year continued, Khairtal, 
Ramgarh, and Kheri ( in Ramgarh Tehsil ) remamed 
infected.

1821 cases and 1309 deaths from plague took place 



during the year — the highest number being in April 
( 583 cases and 447 deaths ). 

The cit}’’ of Alwar however remained free from 
plague, only four fatal cases were imported in the city 
during tlie year. 

The measures adopted to check the spread of the 
disease were, dessication, disinfection and segregation 
so far as it could possibly be done. 

Train inspection continued during the year to pre- 
vent infection being brought into the capital. 

Cholera was imported in the State from the Gur- 
gaon District. Jhundpuri, a village on the borderj 
was infected in July, from where Tijara town and two 
other villages in tlut Tehsil (Ibrahimpur and L' Jaipur) 
caught infection. 

Subsequently cases were reported from f^amgarh 
and Malikpur, Tehsil Ramgarh, Sonkhar, Tehsil Kathu- 
mar. Kishengarh, Ismailpur, Tehsil Kishengarh and 
llehror town, during the rest of the year but in none 
of these places fortunately the disease assumed a 
virulent form. 

Isolated cases were also reported in the city; one took 
place in the 2nd Lancers and a Jail prisoner working 
in the State Press was attacked by the disease and 
died Immediate steps were taken to segregate these 
cases and the spread of the infection was thus checked 
:n time. 

During the last 4 months 437 cases were reported, 
out of which 231 proved fatal. 

Malarial fever was prevalent to an unusually large 
extent during tlie last two months of the vr-ar, all over 
the State. A large supply ol Quinine and Cinchona 
was obtained to cope with the demand and was dis- 
tributed in the State.

The health o£ the Regiment was on the whole good 
during the yeaf . The sanitary arrangements for Lines 
etc. were satisfactory. 

No epidemic diseases appeared this year. 

There were 517 horses and 13 camels in the begin- 
ing of the year. During the period under report 42 
horses were added to the total while 22 were rejected; 
thus leaving a balance of 537 horses and 13 camels at 
the end of the 3 'ear. 

In addition to the ordinary parades and drills, the 
double company training was practised and the regi- 
ment left the head quarters in November and December, 
and proceeded to Keriria nearly 10 miles off from 
Alwar. 

Dafedar Kesri Singh was selected as Squad Instruc- 
tor for the -liLusketry class at Meerut. 

New Colours (brought by His Highness the Maharaja 
Sahib Bahadur from England) were presented by him 
to the Imperial Service Infantry, Alwar, on the parade 
ground in the presence of the whole Brigade.

The strength of Khas Chowki was reduced from 100 
to 50 while the supernumerary men were transferred 
to Bakhtawar Paltan. 

The required number of Khas Bardars (12) were 
transferred to State Armour}^ and the superflous men 
Ol this Bera and all the Barchhi Bardars were amalga* 
mated with Bakhtawar Paltan. 

Captain J Plough continued to hold charge of the 
Regiment during the year. The strength of the regi- 
ment was increased by ISO units owing to the amalga- 
mation of some of the above mentioned Beras with it. 

New rules for the guidance of the Naqdi Risalas 
were passed on trial for 0 months and put into force 
during the year. 

Pirbhudan Singh ji Continued to hold the ofBce of 
the Commandant of the Regiment during the year. 

C iptain Bheem ji continued to command this force 
daring the year. 


III. MUNICIPALITY, 

The number of the Municipalities in the State re- 
mained the same as it was the year before. 

The population of all the Municipalities is over 
one lac souls, out of which the Capital town Iwar) 
comprises 57,863. 

Diwan Amir Singh ji continued to hold charge of 
the Municipal Committee, Alwar, during the year. 
The Municipalities in the Mufassil which were hither- 
to presided over by the Tehsildars have also been 
placed this year under the supervision of the Alwar 
President. This facilitates the work of getting papers 
of the department through one Serishta; and to a cer- 
tain extent it reduces the work of the Council also. 

The principal taxes received by the Municipality are 
as before, octroi duty, slaughter house fees and Paraos. 

(a) The President Municipal Committee, Alwar 
was authorised to hear appeals of the District Munici- 
palities. 

(b) The main Bar,ar of the Alwar town was im- 
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mensely improved by repsiring, wbite-vashing and crea- 
ting o£ a uniform conugated iron Suiban in front o£ 
the shops. 

(c) The Schedule cC Octroi taxes ha« b?cn revised 
and certain articles ■which weie exempt from the duty 
have been added to the dutj'’ piying list. 

(d) The Sanitary arr -.ngetnents were k<"pt ns usual 
up to work, and happil}' no epidemic sprend in the city 
within the year. L)og catching r-mained in progress ‘ 
& 6 sweepers and 1 j-eon was added to the staff. 

(e) The receipts o£ the Octroi department fell to 
-lls- 49,927-4-3. Owing to the indifferent condition o£ 
the year or in other words there was a falling off of 
dl-t- 20031-9-0 in the usn d income. However the 
depaitment managed to piy off Bs- 12627, towards die 
State departments within tlic year. 

(£) The Katra Ramgan j was considerably improved 
at a handsome cost and old sliops were repaired. 

(g) The post of the Vice President o£ Alwar Muni- 
cipality was abolished. 


IV. BAGGI KHANA 

Thahur Bhawani 'Singh -ji held charge o£ this De- 
partment till the 13th Februaiy, 1908, when he was 
succeeded by Moti Lai ji, the present Jlunsarim. 

There were 120 animals and 62 carriages during 
the period under report .ng.ainst 151 and SO of the 
preceding year. 

A new scheme for the better woiking of the de- 
partment has also been introduced this year. 


V. FEELKHANA 

Mir Farjiand Ali ji Mir Mun.shlto H. 31. was relieved 
of his duties and succeded by Thnkur Bhawani Singh 
ji. a RGconed time, as flnnsarim Feel Khana, being 
bettor suited to tiie post and the former officer having 
more work than hesn have time to discharge .satisfactorily. 

Tlierc were 25 elephants in the department this 
year against 27 in the la.se .The scheme for the better 
worliing of the department was confirmed this year.

Tliakur Amar Singh ji 
a Tazimi Sardar was appointed Muntazim to supervi'-o 
the works o£ certain correlated Departments which 
were heretofore separate Sigha^, an account o£ which

His Highness the Mabamja Sahib Babadnr has 
been pleased to put the under mentioned three tigbas 
under one Sarishta and to' name it Dawab Khana.

1. EaTH KHAHA. 

There were altogether 112 Eaths and bullock- 
carts &c. and 250 bullocks .against 110 and 247 res- 
pectively o£ the preceding year. 
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2 . GrADHI SIGHA. 

This Sigba -was reorganised this year. The number 
o£ carts to be kept in the State was raised to 60, and 
of the bullocks to 120. As more carts are wanted for 
camp purposes the number has been increased. 

3. GAO SHALA. 

There were 898 animals in all against 951 of the 
last year. After in-curring all the usual expenditure 
of the Sigha there remained a saving of Ss- 8O0/- in 
spite of the high prices of grass & fodder. 


IX Veterinary Department, 

This department was also reorganised during the 
year and placed on a sound footing . To eifect a proper 
supervision over the health of the animals, the veterina- 
ry assistants in service were attached to various Ri- 
salas, stables &c proportionately, and their work divided. 

CONCLUSION. 

Owing to the prolonged absence of Thakur Narain 
Singh ji, the Army Member of Council from duty on 
account of his father’s death, the work was for some 
time carried on by the Home Member of Council untill 
His Highness the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur was pleased 
to appoint T. Ham Singh ji of Thana to work for the 
Army Member untill T. Narain Singh ji’s return 

It is satisfactory to report that the Heads of the 
Departments mentioned above generally worked satis- 
factorily during the year. 

The officiating Member can not conclude this report 
without expressing his deepest sense of gratitude to his 
Master, His Highness the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur for 
the ready support which was so kindly extended to him 
in performing his duties.
